“The only way in which Hitler's 
troops will leave the Rhineland 
is for the Locarno signatories to 
drive them out, but a stitch in 
time saves nine.” 

One official said, “This time, 
France will. be satisfied with no 
gestures, Germany must remove at 
least 70 per cent of her troops from 
the Rhineland. The world must 
know that Germany has ceded.” 

This source said he admitted he 
was unable to see how Hitler, as a 
dictator, could withdraw 70 per cent 
of his troops or even a smaller per- 
centage.

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THE POWER DEADLOCK 


Negotiations between the city and the Cal- 
gary Power Co. for a renewal agreement, an 
interchange agreement, or a stand-by agree- 
ment, have apparently come to naught.

After that, the hotse-holders and business 
interests of the city will be entirely dependent 
upon the city’s steam plant, which plant Mr 
Robertson, Mr. Christie and Mr. Cunningham 
have declared to be inadequate from the stand- 
point of ensuring a continuous supply of cur- 
rent. a 

In his recent report, Mr. Robertson recom- 
mended that an interchange agreement be made 
with the Company, rather than incur at this 
time the heavy capital expenditure necessary 
to bring the plant up to required and assured 
capacity.

The date tree is unusual in that the male 
and female flowers grow on separate trees. 
Growers commonly plant one male date tree 
for about one acre of female date trees and in- 
asmuch as the male trees can bear no fruit, 
about 90 per cent of them are destroyed. 

The history of date grow- 
ing is older than the history of 
civilization, and we find it out- 
lined both as to culture and 
methods of serviffg in the clay 
tablets of ancient Assyria. It is 
almost the national industry of 
the Arabs. The Arabs have 
long since held the date in 
great esteem, as it is a very 
satisfying food, due to the 
large amount of sugar it con- 
tains, and its concentrated food 
value is important to those who must cross 
dreary wastes of desert where any food that is 
carried along must not spoil readily. 

Dates are one of the few foods which can 
be grown in the desert regions of the world 
where there are long sunny days with a high 
temperature and dry air. One date tree may 
provide as much as a hundred pounds of fruit 
per year. Even one bunch of dates sometime: 
weighs as much as thirty pounds 

The Persian gulf is an important date centre, 
although the date crop from Coachella Valley 
in California is now becoming famous for an 
excellent type of date. About nine-tenths of the 
imported dates are brought in from Smyrna, 
Turkey and Arabia, where they are gathered 
in bunches by a whole line of boys swarming 
right up the tree trunks, clear from the ground 
to the fruit. One boy cuts the fruit and hands 
it down to the others. The dates are usuolly 
packed by women, then loaded on camels and 
carried across the desert.

Oil Men Confer With the 
Government on the 


Situation 


Possibility of a reduction in 
casoline prices was mooted on 
Wednesday following a  confer- 
ence between Premier William 
Aberhart and members of his 
cabinet and representatives of all 
major companies in the provitce. 

The con‘erence was held in an 
effort to arrive at an amicable 
agreement whereby the price of 
gasoline to the consuming public 
will be reduced. 


Following the conference Hon 
Frnest C. Manning, minister of trade 
and industry, declared that the oil 
company representatives had made 
certain suggestions whereby prices 
ynay be reduced, but that they would 
be reporting to their head offices. 

The minister further stated that 
the government did not desire to 
discuss the situation, in view of cur- 
yent negotiations with the compan- 
ie It was learned in reliable cir- 
cles that if the companies did not 
soluntarily move toward a reduc- 
fon, legislation would be introduc- 
t which might bring about a re- 
auction :

Replying to suggestions that re- 
duction in the present government 
tax would automatically result in a 
‘ ease in price to consumers, the 

ernment replied that in Ontario, 

ere a similar tax is in effect, the 
price to the consumer is at least 
“ t cents per gallon less 


ie company representatives con- 
tended that due to the large turn- 
over in Ontario and other eastern 
nts, it was possible to sell gaso- 
cheaper there than in Western 
Canada, where consumption figures 
do not reach anything like the 
amount consumed in the east 
Hon. Mr. Manning declared that 
the present outlets were restrict- 
ed, as had been done in Nova 
otia, the cost of handling the 
product would be reduced and the 
consumer would be able to benefit.
